Dale then snatched the 
phone and a wallet. 

Giving evidence the vic¬ 
tim said: “Whenever I 
tried to get up I got 
punched back down 
again.”

He recognised Dale in a 
police identity parade of 
nine men. 

The 22-year-old was 
detained after he tried to 
sell the stolen phone, 
which was worth £150, to 
Haverhill’s Cash and 
Cheque Exchange for £42. 

Staff at the exchange 
ran checks on the phone 
and discovered it was sto¬ 
len. 

When Dale was arrested 
in November he said: “I 
bought the phone from a 
Polish lad for £20 for 
myself. I changed my 
mind. I had no idea that it 
had been stolen.” 

Judge John Holt told 
Dale he would serve his 
six year sentence concur¬ 
rently to a further rob¬ 
bery charge he is already 
in jail for.

Haverhill was labelled as one of 
the UK’s worst towns in the latest 
installment of the book series 
Crap Towns Returns, written by 
Sam Jordison and Dan Kieran.

Do the right thing 

THIS is a copy of an open letter to 
the Pelly Family (owners ofWilsey 
Farm , future development area), 
from Councillor Tony Brown. 

I went to the Vision 2031 open day 
event at the library in Haverhill, to 
have a look at the plans for the 
future development of your land 
at Wilsey farm on Saturday. 

I have seen them many times 
before but I went again partially 
in the naive hope that maybe I 
was wrong in my previous 
viewings of the documents, but 
no, my heart sank, they were still 
the same: 2,500 houses with no 
real infrastructure, just tenuous 
coloured blobs on a map with 
possible shops, possible school. 


The only definite is houses, a link 
road to possibly cut through an 
established tree belt, no east town 
park extension to compensate for 
our loss of green environment, 
just more of the same that we have 
had for the last 40 years. 

There are real and justifiable 
concerns that these houses will 
appear on the hill to the south of 
Kedington Village, a bit like the 
zulu warriors on the hill above 
Rorkes drift, at any moment 
threatening to cascade down and 
overrun the defenders. 

I remember meeting Mr Pelly 
many years ago while doing a job 
at his other farm near Swaffham 
and telling him that I lived on the 
Wilsey Estate at Haverhill. He 
smiled with a twinkle in his eye 
and said that’s why he had the 
tree belt put in there so that he 
wouldn’t have to look at all the 
houses from his house. 

I am sure that you would not want 
to do the same thing to the people 
of Kedington village. Why not 
build 500 fewer houses, move back 
the boundary from Kedington 
and please make sure we have at 
least an extension to East Town 
Park towards Calford Green to go 
some way in compensating the 
people of north east Haverhill for 
the loss of the green 
environment.

The quality of service regime that 
applies to Royal Mail under public 
ownership will continue to apply 
under private ownership. Ofcom 
has already specified the minimum 
standards under regulation. Royal 
Mail will continue to offer good 
value for money. UK stamp prices 
are among the best value in the EU. 
Our people are at the heart of Royal 
Mail. The current position is that all 
terms and conditions that apply 
now to Royal Mail employees would 
remain in place, on the same basis, 
were the company to be sold. 

To provide further reassurance, we 
will create a legally-binding and 
enforceable contract with the CWU. 
Pay and protections could not be 
changed for the period of the 
contract without CWU agreement. 
Approximately 150,000 eligible UK 
employees will receive free shares 
giving them a 10 per cent stake in 
the business. 

This is the largest free stake than in 
any other major UK privatisation for 
almost 30 years. 

Many previously Government- 
owned companies - like Rolls Royce 


and British Airways - have 
flourished under private ownership. 
We believe privatisation will equip

Police renew appeal 
after man is stabbed

A CONVICTED burglar who was stabbed 
in Haverhill last week is set to make a 
full recovery in hospital by next week. 

Kevin Forrester, from Montfort Court, 
was left with life-threatening injuries 
after being attacked on Harrow Road, 
last Tuesday. 

The 34-year-old man made headlines 
last year when he was caught by police 
after booking a taxi with his real name 
to get away from the scene of a burglary. 

Police are still appealing for witnesses 
who were in the area where the stabbing 
took place, on Tuesday July 16, and have 
said their enquiries into the incident are 
ongoing. 

Officers were made aware that Mr 
Forrester had presented himself at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with stab 
wounds at around 10.55pm that night. 

The incident is believed to have 
occurred between 9.30pm and 10pm 
and was originally thought to have hap¬ 
pened in the vicinity of a toilet block 
within the Recreation Ground, near to 
Camps Road. 

But, following further enquiries police 


believe it may be linked to a report of an 
altercation in a car park on Harrow 
Road. 

Mr Forrester was sentenced to 18 weeks 
imprisonment for stealing £8,000 worth 
of music and computer equipment at 
Bury Magistrates’ Court in February 
2012 . 

He then made his getaway by ordering 
a taxi under his own name. 

Police said they have spoken to Mr 
Forrester in relation to the stabbing, who 
is currently on the way to making a full 
recovery and is hoping to be discharged

However, they have yet to establish a 
full account of precisely what took place 
on the night of the 16th.

“Police are still continuing to make 
enquiries and are appealing for any 
more witnesses to come forward in rela¬ 
tion to the incident.”

Mum angry over ‘broken 
pledge’ of no windows 


FAMILIES are angry that windows 
in a new housing development face 
on to their homes, despite being 
promised that would not be the 
case. 

Residents on Hamlet Road, 
Haverhill, say they were told that 
the 91-house development on 
Hamlet Croft would not have any 
windows built looking on to their 
homes. 

But a window has been put in on 
the north-facing side of the Bloor 
Homes development. 

Mother-of-one Anita Bates was 
shocked to see the window looks 
on to her bedroom window. 

She said: “When the plans were 
passed, we were told all the houses

facing towards Hamlet Road would 
not have windows looking on to it. 

“And now, all of a sudden, a house 
has appeared with a window fac¬ 
ing Hamlet Road. 

“It looks right into mine and my 
daughter’s windows. She was hor¬ 
rified, and I have been keeping the 
blinds closed ever since.” 

The 47-year-old added: “The 
council promised there wouldn’t 
be any windows looking onto our 
house, and now there are. It’s a 
complete invasion of our privacy. 


“When I approached the council 
last week, a planning officer said 
they would be in touch. 

“Apart from a confirmation let¬ 
ter, I have so far heard nothing 
back from them.” 

The development of 91 homes on 
the former football ground 
was given planning per¬ 
mission in August last 
year, despite residents 
voicing their fears over 
traffic, sewage and 
flooding. 

Cllr Gordon Cox for 
Haverhill East has 
shown his support for 
the people on Hamlet 
Road. 



He said: “I have been contacted 
by a couple of residents about the 
development of Hamlet Croft. 

“If plans were presented and resi¬ 
dents raised their concerns and 
were then told there will be no 
windows built, then no windows 
should be put in place 

“The developer has failed to 
take on board the concerns 
of the residents.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “We are in the pro¬ 
cess of investigating this 
and will respond directly 
to the resident.” 

Nobody from Bloor 
Homes was available for 
comment.

Dean Ashby court case 

FOLLOWING our report last week, ‘Man found 
with child porn’, we have been asked to point 
out that a man caught with indecent images of 
children as young as two, no longer lives at 
Balsham Road, Linton. 

Self-employed decorator Dean Ashby, who 
was found with 1,875 child abuse images on 
his computers when police visited his previous 
home in January, now lives in Princess Drive, 
Sawston. 

Ashby was given a 16-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years by a judge at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

He was also ordered to complete a sex 
offender’s programme, do 150 hours of unpaid 
work and made the subject of a sexual 
offences prevention order for 10 years.

Students’ design 
will turn heads 
in Market Square 


AN INNOVATIVE sculpture, 
designed by school students, 
will be placed in Haverhill’s 
Market Square. 

Art pupils at Samuel Ward 
Academy have spent the best 
part of two years working 
towards the creation of a three- 
dimensional head sculpture, 
which includes sunglasses made 
from monitors. 

The work was done as part of a 
project to get more art into 
Haverhill, supported by the 
Haverhill Area Working Party 
(HAWP). 

The idea was carried forward 
by the academy’s head of art Neil 
Williams. 

He said: “This is going to be 
Haverhill’s only commissioned

work of art. 

“The head will run for 24 hours 
a day, showing TV adverts for 
local businesses in the town, 
created by media students and 
hopefully there will be live 
feeds from concerts and 
other events in the 
town. 

“It’s the only one of 
its kind anywhere.” 

The head has been 
made using metal 
rods and recycled 
materials to try and 
keep the budget as 
close to zero as possi¬ 
ble. 


Mr Williams said that they also 
hope to include a tablet device 
on the head in the future to make 
it interactive and allow users to 
select what they want. 

The head is going to be put onto 
a raised platform on the square 
in September, surrounded by 
seating so people can watch. 

Pupils from Year 7 and Year 
10 at Samuel Ward have 
worked hard on the sculp¬ 
ture, from initial ideas to 
the final physical steps. 

Mr Williams said he is 
proud of the work they 
have put into the pro¬ 
ject as a school. 
Volunteers are also 
welcome to get involved 
in the project.

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DETERMINED TO HELP: Sam has launched a website offering advice 
and support to young people. 


S AM Carvalho has been through a 
lot in his 19 years. After battling 
an eating disorder and depression 
during his early teens, he now suffers 
from a range of health problems, which 
require him to take a cocktail of drugs 
every day. 

But despite his daily battles, the 
teenager is dedicated to helping others, 
and has recently been nominated for a 
YOPEY (Young People of the Year) award 
for his hard work. 

Last September Sam set up the 
website Stand Up, Stay Strong 
C standupstaystrong.com ). The free, 
confidential website is designed to be 
a place where children, teenagers and 
young adults can seek advice for a range 
of issues including depression, eating 
disorders and self harm. 

“If I hadn’t been through what I have 
then I don’t think I would have thought 
about setting up the site,” explains Sam, 
from Cambridge. “Because I’ve been 
through some of the things that people 
using it are experiencing, I feel I can give 
advice.” 

Sam started suffering from eating 
disorders and depression from the age 
of 12. He doesn’t know what the trigger 
was, but at this stage in life he drastically 
reduced the amount of food he ate and, 
at his worst, would only consume water 
for fortnights at a time. He then started 
bingeing and purging and was obsessed 
with exercise. 

“I despised food and everyone 
who ate it,” admits Sam. “I had a fear, 
and still do, of eating new things and 
considering I was already a fussy eater 
before, this aided me in not eating. I 
basically lived off diet Coke and chewing 
gum.” 

Sam was 16 and weighed just six stone 
when he finally asked for help. 


After overcoming an eating disorder and depression, Sam 
Carvalho created Stand Up, Stay Strong: an advice website 
for young people battling their own demons. Here he tells 
Louise Martin why he enjoys helping others, and how he 
stays positive... 


Encouraged by a friend to go to his 
GP, he was referred to Brookside Family 
Consultation Clinic in Cambridge 
and with the help of a psychiatrist 
and friends and family, a year later 
his weight had improved and he had 
stopped taking anti-depressants. 

“I think if there had been a website 
around like mine when I was ill then 
my issues could have been resolved a 
lot quicker as I could have confided in 
someone a lot sooner,” he says. “Once I 
asked for help it didn’t take me too long 
to recover.” 

In its short life time, Stand Up, Stay 
Strong has helped more than 1,500 
people with their problems. With in 
excess of 50,000 followers on Twitter, 

Sam is one of the most followed 
people on the social networking site 
in Cambridgeshire and his profile has 
helped launch the global website. 

Visitors can use Stand Up, Stay Strong 
anonymously if they wish or can share 
their name and age with Sam. If they 
would like Sam to respond to their 
message they are asked to leave an email 
address, but the site can also be used 
simply as a place in which people can 
write down their feelings and not receive 
any feedback. 

“When I was ill I found that 


sometimes just writing to someone, 
even if I didn’t want a response, and just 
getting it out of my mind would help,” 
says Sam. 

“One thing my psychiatrist told me 
was to write negative thoughts on a 
piece of paper, put it in a box and bury 
it in the garden - as ridiculous as that 
sounds it did help.” 

Sam explains that the majority of 
people do require a response and this is 
something that he does on an individual 
basis. 

“I’ve had training with Lifesavers, 
the NSPCC and ChildLine, but I don’t 
claim to be an expert; I’m not here to 
give medical advice, I just want to give 
the same advice that a friend or family 
member would give, but perhaps the 
person doesn’t feel able to turn to them 
at that time.” 

In some cases Sam has had to inform 
ChildLine, the NSPCC and even the 
police about individual messages. 

“When I have concerns for a person’s 
well-being, for example if they are self- 
harming or have suicidal thoughts, then 
I have to seek further help. 

“There have been about 30 cases 
where I have done this. It is a big 
responsibility but I do feel like I’m 
helping and I’ve had a lot of parents get 
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in touch wanting to thank me.” 

Once Sam had come up with the 
idea for Stand Up, Stay Strong, his good 
friend Kieran Eves designed the site and 
continues to help maintain it. 

As well as running the site, Sam works 
in The Cambridge Toy Shop and is also a 
devoted volunteer, regularly helping out 
at Jimmy’s Night Shelter and as a first- 
aider for the British Red Cross. 

He is constantly busy but what makes 
Sam’s dedication to helping others even 
more inspirational is that he is currently 
battling a string of health problems, 
which have meant he has spent a 
number of weeks in hospital this year 
alone. 

Sam suffers from immuno-deficiency, 
which means his immune system 
cannot fight infections, which leaves 
him susceptible to illnesses and he 
constantly suffers from colds. 

“Because of the immunodeficiency 
I always feel unwell, but the problems 
that I have are still being investigated by 
many hospital departments,” says Sam. 

Sam has an irregular heart beat 
which can cause him to faint frequently. 
He is also due to have an exploratory 
operation on his abdomen and chest 
soon and suffers from back and knee 
problems and migraines. 

“I spent the first week of 2013 in the 
resuscitation ward due to my heart 
problems,” says Sam. “All of these 
problems have become worse in the last 
three years. I’m not sure if it’s to do with 
the eating problems, if I wrecked my 
body from there, but it does feel like my 
body is breaking down bit by bit.” 

Although Sam managed to achieve 
above average grades in his GCSEs, his 
further education years were not as 
successful. 

“I went to Long Road to study 
A-levels in business, maths, ICT and 
psychology but my mental health still 
wasn’t brilliant at that stage so it was 
decided I should take a year off and 


continue working with my psychiatrist 
at Brookside,” explains Sam. 

“I went back the following year 
but then half-way through the year 
I got appendicitis and had to have 
an emergency operation.” Because 
of his immunodeficiency there were 
complications following the surgery 
and, as a result, he fell behind with 
his studies and didn’t complete the 
academic year. 

“After that year I decided that I 
wasn’t going to try sixth form for a third 
time, so I went to CRC and started the 
uniformed services course because I 
would like to become a paramedic. 

“Again I was just constantly unwell, 
this time with back and knee problems, 
so again I had to stop. I’ve stopped 
attempting education now as it’s just not 
for my health.” 

Even when Sam is feeling unwell he 
does his best to reply to messages on 
Stand Up, Stay Strong. “When I’m in 
hospital I’m still on my phone replying 
to people,” says Sam. “As long as my 
health doesn’t get any worse I hope to 
expand the site. When I’m really unwell 
there is a notice on the homepage to let 
people know that replies may be slow.” 

Sam takes a complex combination of 
medicine every day, which leaves him 
drowsy - but despite his ongoing health 
problems, he remains positive about 
the future and says this is down to the 
support of his friends and family and 
girlfriend, Liberty. 

“We’ve been together seven months 
now and I told her everything from 
the beginning so that she was sure she 
wanted to take me on,” smiles Sam. 

“I do get down sometimes, but I just 
try and find the positive in everything, 
and when you spend time at places like 
Jimmy’s it makes you realise that even 
if you’ve got problems you’re still much 
better off than a lot of people.”

EATING DISORDERS: THE FACTS 

According to Beat, the national charity which provides helplines, online support and a 
network of self-help groups for adults and young people battling eating disorders, there 
are approximately 1.6 million people in the UK currently affected by an eating disorder. 

Reports vary, but many estimate that males make up anywhere from 10 per 
cent to a quarter of sufferers. Males with eating disorders may be less likely to be 
diagnosed due to a lack of awareness, or may be less likely to come forward due to a 
perceived stigma. 

While some people may show an obvious weightloss others do not. The majority 
of eating disorder sufferers do not have anorexia. 

Those suffering from bulimia may be within the normal weight range or may be over¬ 
weight, while those with binge eating disorder are often overweight. 

If you think you, or someone you know, may be suffering from an eating disor¬ 
der, the first thing to do is contact your GP.

Man in court for 
supplying drugs 


A FORMER drug user encour¬ 
aged his cousin to drink a fatal 
dose of methadone, a court 
heard yesterday. 

Brendon Jackson, 28, twice 
asked Daniel Boyle if he wanted 
some of the heroin substitute, 
which he had been prescribed 
for his own drug use, a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court was told 
this week. 

Mr Boyle, 24, a steel erector 
from Haverhill, was found dead 
in a hotel room near Bristol the 
following day after drinking 
from the bottle offered by the 
defendant. 

Jackson, of Westwood Deals, 
Kedington, is on trial after plead¬ 
ing not guilty to a charge of sup¬ 
plying a class A drug. 

The court heard that Jackson 
and Mr Boyle were cousins and 
good friends and had both been 
working for the same Essex- 
based construction company on 
a contract at Bristol in October 
2011. 

Prosecutor Andrew Thompson 
said: “The family have been torn

apart by this death. There has 
been a breakdown in the rela¬ 
tionship between the two sides 
of the family.” 

Jackson was arrested seven 
months later when fellow worker 
James Manley, who had been 
staying at the same hotel, con¬ 
tacted police to say he had not 
told the full story in his initial 
statement. 

Giving evidence, Mr Manley 
said he had been present when 
Mr Boyle, who he described as 
being “significantly affected” by 
cannabis, was offered metha¬ 
done by Jackson on the evening 
of October 11, 2011. 

After seeing what was happen¬ 
ing, Mr Manley said he told Mr 
Boyle “not to be an idiot” but Mr 
Boyle had taken the bottle and 
“taken a swig” from it. 

Mr Manley said he had come 
forward after talking with Mr 
Boyle’s father but denied that he 
had been pressurised to make a 
fresh statement. 


At the time of Mr Boyle’s death 
he had not wanted to be seen by 
others as a “grass”. 

The cause of Mr Boyle’s death 
was not immediately ascer¬ 
tained but later toxicology tests 
identified the cause as a reaction 
to methadone. Mr Thompson 
said medical experts said a sin¬ 
gle dose of methadone could 
prove fatal to someone who was 
not used to the drug. 

Mr Thompson said Jackson had 
been legally prescribed metha¬ 
done to help him deal with his 
own drug use and he had 
obtained it from a pharmacy in 
Haverhill, after signing an agree¬ 
ment that he would safeguard it 
and not share the methadone 
with others. 

Following his arrest Jackson 
told police that he never encour¬ 
aged Mr Boyle to take metha¬ 
done or handed him the bottle 
after taking his own prescribed 
dose. 

He said that Mr Boyle had 
“helped himself.” 

The trial continues.

THE WOLVERINE

HUGH Jackman owes a 
great deal of his enduring 
popularity to the muscular 
swagger and trademark 
sideburns of Wolverine. 

The Australian actor first 
donned the Adamantium 
claws of the hirsute Marvel 
Comics superhero in the 
2000 blockbuster X-Men, not 
long after an Olivier Award 
nomination for Best Actor in 
the National Theatre's staging 
of Oklahoma!. 

His portrayal of singing 
cowboy Curly on stage 
was far removed from the 
brooding masculinity of 
Wolverine, but Jackman 
impressed fans with his 
physical prowess and deadpan 
delivery of the script's one- 
liners. 

He has since bulked up as 
the mutant warrior on four 
more occasions, including 
the disappointing stand¬ 
alone feature X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine and an uncredited 
cameo in the 2011 prequel, 
X-Men: First Class. 

For this latest instalment, 
director James Mangold draws 
inspiration from a 1982 comic 
book storyline set in Japan to 


strip back the testosterone- 
fuelled action in favour of 
soul-searching and romance. 

There are still spectacular 
set pieces including fisticuffs 
inside and on top of a 
speeding bullet train, but 
screenwriters Mark Bomback, 
Scott Frank and Christopher 
McQuarrie aren't noticeably 
in a rush to deliver the next 
adrenaline-pumping thrill. 

The film opens with a 
flashback to 1945 Nagasaki, 
where Logan (Jackman) is 
held prisoner by the Japanese. 
As the bomb detonates, 

Logan protects one kind 
officer, Shingen Yashida, 
from the radiation blast - his 
mutant powers allowing him 
to recover almost instantly 
from the fireball. 

Years later, Logan is 


living alone in the woods, 
haunted by the death of Jean 
Grey (Famke Janssen). A 
swordswoman called Yukio 
(Rila Fukushima) tracks 
him down and asks him to 
accompany her to Japan to 
meet with the old and frail 
Shingen. "He wants to say 
thank you for saving his life all 
those years ago,'' she smiles. 

Reluctantly, Logan agrees 
and he is shocked to find 
Shingen (Horiyuki Sanada) on 
his deathbed. . . 

But the twists and turns 
in the plot conceal few 
surprises and the inclusion of 
a second mutant is completely 
unnecessary, presumably a 
concession to the comic book 
universe to which Wolverine 
must return in next summer's 
X-Men: Days Of Future Past.

IT’S THE same every year; the garden reaches 
its peak with borders bursting into bloom, patio 
plants beginning their dazzling displays, and fruits 
swelling in the vegetable garden - and then you go 
on holiday for two weeks... 

Of course, if you have friendly neighbours or 
family nearby who can water 
and deadhead your plants 
while you're away, then you 
don't have much to worry 
about. Their reward can be 
harvesting some of your 
vegetables and eating them 
when they are fresh, or treat¬ 
ing themselves to a bunch of 
cut flowers from your plot. If 
they help themselves to crops 
that need regular picking, like 
beans and courgettes, the 
plants should still be cropping 
well for when you return home 
too. 

But if you don't have such kindly helpers, how 
are your plants going to manage in your absence? 
Luckily, there are some measures you can take to 
help your plants survive for a while without you. 

If you have patio plants, water them well before 
you go away, maybe even dunking the pot into 
a bigger bucket of water so it soaks the compost 


completely from below, then put all the pots to¬ 
gether (this encourages humidity) in a shady spot 
so there's less evaporation while you're away. 

If you have space, dig a small hole in the border 
soil in a shady spot and rest your hanging basket 
in the hole, watering it well so it is completely 
soaked. Some of the escap¬ 
ing water will moisten the soil 
underneath, helping keep your 
plants damp in your absence. 

If you haven't invested in 
automatic irrigation systems 
you can set up a temporary 
automatic watering system by 
submerging strips of capillary 
matting in a trug full of water 
and then running the end of 
the strips to your containers. 
The matting absorbs and holds 
water which can be drawn up 
by the soil in the pots. Set the 
system up a week before you go to ensure it's 
working. 

Alternatively, cover the soil surface with water¬ 
absorbing gel, watering it so that it swells and 
absorbs water. This provides a protective barrier 
to stop water evaporating from the compost and 
also gives the compost some moisture. The crys¬ 
tals will also soak up and hold moisture if it rains 


while you're away. 

Remove all open flowers from healthy bedding 
plants so they produce a flush of new blooms on 
your return and feed them with a liquid fertiliser, 
following the instructions on the packet. Don't 
be tempted to give them any extra feed. You 
can take the shears to some annuals, trimming 
off the old blooms to make way for new buds to 
develop, which should give you some colour on 
your return. 

Cut the grass and trim the edges before you go 
and it will survive quite happily without you. If it's 
long on your return, don't cut it short immediately 


or it will turn yellowy brown. Instead, raise the 
mower blades for the first cut and gradually lower 
them over the next two or three. 

Established borders should be all right without 
water for a week or two, as the roots of estab¬ 
lished plants will go deep into the soil for mois¬ 
ture. However, make sure you weed before you 
go, as weed seedling can soon take over. Give the 
area a good water and then mulch with organic 
matter to help retain the moisture. 

Hopefully, you will return from your break to 
find a garden not as tired as it might have been, 
and ready to be revived.

Hydrogen power is due on UK roads 


EMISSION-FREE hydrogen 
powered vehicles will soon be 
operating in the UK. 

It is the intention that five 
Hyundai ix35 Fuel Cell models 
- the first production fuel cell 
cars in the world - will be an 
integral part of the London 
Hydrogen Network Expansion 
(LNHE) project. 

Hyundai Motor, as a supplier 
to the LHNE project, will join 
the existing consortium of 
companies with expertise in 
hydrogen transport infra¬ 
structure and operation, 
working to establish the UK’s 
first hydrogen transport net¬ 
work covering London and 
south east England. The LHNE 
project, a government-backed 
initiative co-funded by the 
Technology Strategy Board, 
will put hydrogen-fuelled 
vehicles into daily business 
use and deliver the refuelling 


infrastructure to support their 
operation. 

These fuel cell vehicles will 
be leased to key public and 
private fleet users in the capi¬ 
tal. They are among the first of 
1,000 examples that Hyundai 
has committed to produce 
between now and 2015 and are 
built on the same production 
line, in Ulsan, Korea, as the 
Tucson. 

The majority of those 1,000 
cars will be available in 
Europe where the European 
Commission has established a 
number of schemes, such as 
the Fuel Cells and Hydrogen 
loint Undertaking (FCH IU), 
to promote the use of hydro¬ 
gen as an energy carrier with 
zero carbon content. 

As the first car company in 
the world to assembly line- 
produce fuel cell vehicles, 
Hyundai has kickstarted 


Europe’s Hydrogen Roadmap 
and accelerated plans for 
London to become one of the 
world’s major hydrogen capi¬ 
tals. 

For Hyundai, the philosophy 
behind the ix35 Fuel Cell pro¬ 
ject has been to produce a car 
that offers the same practical¬ 
ity, safety levels and driving 
experience as an ix35 driven 
by an internal combustion 
engine, but with zero tailpipe 
emissions. That means com¬ 
parable performance 
lOOmph maximum, 0-62mph 
in 12.5 seconds and a range of 
almost 370 miles from each 
tank - but with no emissions: 
the only emission is water. 

fust as importantly, a Fuel 
Cell vehicle can be refilled in 
two to three minutes and, in 
use, an ix35 Fuel Cell demands 
no compromise from the driv¬ 
er. 


Although Hyundai has been 
developing its fuel cell vehicles 
for more than 15 years, it is 
only now - with the start of a 
viable hydrogen refuelling 
network in place - that it can 
consider putting a fuel cell car 
into series production. 

So after a number of ‘false 
dawns’ for hydrogen-powered 
cars, this time the fuel cell 
vehicle has a genuine, clear 
and realistic future here in the 
UK. Much of this is down to 
the work of the London 
Hydrogen Partnership and 
that of other projects such as 
the London Hydrogen 
Network Expansion project 
which is led by Air Products. 

With these key partners 
working together - and two 
hydrogen fuel stations are 
already open in the capital - 
hydrogen mobility is about to 
become a reality.

After a drive-through penalty, two 
safety car phases and an enforced 
change of strategy, the Haverhill 
driver was in contention for victory until 
two incidents with Eduardo Mortara 
with just two laps remaining ended 
his race.

inside and he drove into me again. 

“Unfortunately, that was definitely not 
the way I wanted the race to turn out. 
Eve lost vital points in the title chase.” 

Paffett is fifth in the standings, 24 
points behind leader Mike Rockenfeller, 
but there were signs at the Norisring 
that his Euronics Mercedes AMG 
C-Coupe has the pace to record more 
wins in the second half of the season. 

After qualifying in third, an eventful 
race began badly for Paffett as he was 
given a drive-through penalty for jump¬ 
ing the start. 

After rejoining at the back of the field, 
the team changed strategy when the 
safety car was deployed on lap 12 so 
he made both of his pitstops during this 
period. 

Paffett then did a great job of gaining 
places and was in second place when, 
with two laps to go, he was hit from 


behind by Mortara moments after over¬ 
taking him. Paffett continued to push on 
but as he hugged the inside line going 
into Dutzendteich, Mortara collided 
with his rear wheel, spinning him 
around and ending both of their races. 

While clearly disappointed, Paffett 
took encouragement from his car’s 
performance and the fact fellow 
Mercedes driver Robert Wickens won 
the race. 

“The car felt strong, just like it had at 
Lausitzring and we had a great 
qualifying,” he said. 

“I have to thank my team for doing a 
great job and congratulate Robert 
(Wickens) for his first victory and pole. 

“We’re looking good for the future and 
although I’m 24 points behind the leader 
we’re only half way and still have 
everything to play for.” 

The championship resumes in Moscow 
on August 3 and 4.
